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CAMPAIGNING IN THE SOUDAN DESERT. 


R. E. Cotston, late Bey on the General Staff of the 
Egyptian Army, writes from Washington to the Cen- 
tury Magazine for September, correcting some of the 
ignorant misstatements of the British authorities con- 
cerning the geography, topography and peculiarities of 
the country of the Soudan, in which they are propos- 
ing to conduct further military operations for the relief 
of Chinese Gordon. For two years Colonel Colston 
lived among the Bedouin tribes now in insurrection, 
and travelled for 6,000 miles over the theatre of the 
Mahdi war, to make accurate surveys of the country 
and report to the Egyptian Government upon its water 
supply and its resources of every kind. He speaks 
from exceptional knowledge, therefore, when he tells 
us that it is almost impossible for any European army to 
penetrate into the Soudan, and advises that King John 
of Abyssinia be appealed to for the rescue of Gordon; 
that the port of Massowah be granted him, as a much- 
coveted outlet on the Red Sea, in consideration of his 
providing an army of 30,000 men to move from Abys- 
sinia down the Blue Nile to relieve the garrisons of 
Kassala and Sennaar, and succor Khartoum, which 
they can reach without difficulty. Aside from this, the 
only hope of Gordon, Colonel Colston thinks, is in the 
payment of a ransom, and El Mahdi has no mean 
opinion of his redeemable value. But Stanley is re- 
ported as declaring that Gordon’s position is not so 
perilous, as it would seem, as he has several roads of 
retreat into the heart of Africa and down the Congo to 
the coast. Major Kitchener telegraphs from Dongola 
that a spy has brought in the feport that General Gor- 
don gained a great victory over the Arabs on Aug. 14, 
and that two of their leaders were killed in the en- 
gagement. They attempted to capture Khartoum on 
August 12, and continued the attack until August 14, 
when Gen. Gordon cleverly outflanked them. 

A London despatch of Aug: 27 announces that Gen. 
Lord Wolseley will next Sunday proceed to Cairo, 


and direct the operations for the relief of Khartoum. 
General Wolseley’s appointment is due to the state- 
ment of General Stephenson, that the present plan for 
the campaign, via the Nile, is impracticable, and his 
request to be relieved from the command. The offi- 
cial announcemeni of this appointment says: ‘The 
preparations which have been in progress for some 
weeks for an expedition up the Nile resemble in a’great 
degree those which were adopted in 1870 for the Red 
River expedition, which gave General Wolseley an ex- 
perience which no other officer possesses.” At Wady 
Halfa two thousand natives have been collected prepar- 
alory to hauling the steamers through the cataracts. 
The food supply for the men presents a difficulty, as it 
must mainly come from lower Egypt. The Governor- 
General of Canada has been ordered by the Home Gov- 
€roment to secure the services of six hundred 
Canadian river voyageurs to go up the Nile with 
the expedition. They are to take flat-bottomed 
boats and make portage around the rapids. Cana. 
dian militia officers will take charge of the voyageurs’ 
contingent. Preference will be given to those who 
served under Gene: al Wolseley in the Red River expe 
dition. Some French-Canadian officers will also be 
taken, as it is ex; ected that the m:jority of the voya- 
geurs will be French Canadians, Indians are also 
eligible. 

General Wolseley proposes to reach Dongola with the 
Gordon relief expedition by Nov. 7. He declares his 
confidence that he will be able to accomplish this pro 
gramme without difficulty. There are Only six cata- 


forty-six different places. Sir Samuel Baker writes to 


Government expedition by boats up the Nile. He de- 
clares it impossible to row against the current with any 
effective result. He strongly recommends that a sup- 
porting force be sent overland by the route from Suakim 
to Berber. Ee concludes a gloomy review of the situ- 
ation by the words, ‘‘ God help those in Cairo.” 

For operations in the Soudan for the relief of Gordon 
three routes are open. The only one of these which 
offers a water supply is from Cairo to the second cata- 
ract of water, 700 miles; thence to Berber by land, fol- 
lowing the course of the river 700 miles. Numerous 
cataracts prevent navigation by this route, and make 
absurd the proposition to employ a flotilla of gunboats 
to accompany a British force on a march along the 
river. Four or five months is Colonel Colston’s esti- 
mate of the time required to reach Khartoum by this 
route. The other two routes are thus described : 


The two routes which have been used from time immemo- 
rial as the highways of trade between Oairo and Khartoum 
are (1) by way of Snakim, (2) up the Nile through Korosko. 
The quickest route is the former from Cairo to Suez, five 
hours by rail, 120 miles; from Suez to Suakim, 900 miles, or 
four days by steamer; from Suakim to Berber, 240 miles by 
caravan; from Berber to Khart um, 225 miles by water, or 
by land, following the banks of the Nile; total, 1485 miles. 
To illustrate the difficulties of this line of advance, let us 
sup a British force, with all its supplies and munitions, 
to have landed at Suakim. Remembering that 10,000 Be- 
douins, armed only with sword and spear, were so near de- 
stroying 4,000 British soldiers, on the plain within ten miles 
of Suakim (breaking one of their squares and capturing its 
artillery), it is evident that five or six thousand soldiers is 
the smallest force that could venture to attack the Bedouins 
in theix mountains and deserts. 

Immediately after leaving the seacoast or the Nile, one 
enters the “‘ Waterless Land,” where there is not a stream, 
a creek, a rivulet, or even a living spring—nothirg but deep 
and scanty wells at long intervals, with here and there a few 
natural, rocky reservoirs in narrow ravines, away from the 
line of march, and known only to thé natives. In 6,000 
miles of travel, I saw not more than five liviog springs, and 
their waters disappeared in the sand within sixty yards of 
the observable source. Therefore, in addition to all its sup- 
plies, ammunition, etc., an army would be compelled to 
carry water enough to last iton the journey from well to 
well, sometimes a distance of five days for a caravan moving 
without opposition. Droughts of long duration are common 
all over the Soudan» When [I travelled over these desert 
routes it had not rained for three years. Many of the wells 
were dry, and multitudes of camels and cattle had perished. 
Water must be carried in goat ekins and ox hides on camel's 
back. Hicks Pashas army of 10,000 Egyptians had 6,000 
camels, a large proportion being water camels; yet I believe 
be had transportation only for one day’s supply. The Sua- 
kim trail (for there are no roads between Suakim and Ber- 
ber) is better supplied with water than most desert routes; 
yet the wells are seldom less than two or three days apart, 
and there is not a group of wells on the whole line sudicient 
to water more than 600 men and their animals. Travelling 
with 500 camels and 200 men, I frequently found on arriving 
at the wells that anotber caravan had just exhausted them 
for the time ; and I had to wait one or two days for the water 
to ooze in sufficiently to water my party and fill my water 
skins, How, then, would it be possible to march an army of 
5.000 or 6 000 men and their immense train of animals where 
not over 600 could get water at a time at any one place? 
The only way would be to march in detachments of 500, two 
days apait; but in time of war such a course would insure 
their easy destruction by the enemy. 

In the ‘‘ Waterless Land,” water is the paramount ques- 
tion. If it be asked how a large body of Bedonins like the 
10,000 who nearly destroyed the British squares at Tamai 
manage to subsist, the reason is plain. In the first place, 
they do not need the enormous trains required for a Euro- 
pean army. They are the most abstemious of men. Each 
man carries a skin of water and a small bag of grain, pro- 
cured by purchase or barter from caravans. Their camels 
and goats move with them, supplying them with milk and 
meat, and subsist ng upon the scanty herbage and the foli- 
age of the thorny mimosa, growing in secluded wadies. 
These people could live upon the increase of their flocks 
alone, which they exchange readily for other commodities; 
but being the exclusive carriers and guides for all the travel 
and commerce that cross their deserts, they realize yearly 
large amounts of money. As to water, they know every 
nook and hollow in the mouutaius, away from the trails, 
where a few barrels of water collect in some shaded ravine, 
and they can scatter, every man for himeelf, to fill their 
water skins. On my first expedition, near the close of the 
three years’ drought, I reached some wells on which I was 
depending, and fouud them entirely dry. It was several 
days to the next wells. But my Bedouin guides knew some 
natural reservoira in the hille about six miles off. So they 
took the water camels at night-fall, and came back before 
daylight with the water skius filled. An invading army 
would find it hard to obtain guides, and even if they did,

When 
Bedouins came to my camp, water was alc ays offered them. 
Their answer would frequently be: ‘‘ No, thanks; I drank 
yesterday.” They know too well the importance of keeping 
up the habit of abstemiousness. No wonder they can sub- 
sist where invaders would quickly perish.

eat Arabian Chain, which begins at Suez and runs parallel 

the Red Sea down to the equator, many of its peaks 
rising above 8,000 feet. It is eighty miles across, consisting 
of several parallel ridges separated -_ deep valleys. For six 
or seven days, at least, the army, with ite immense train, 
would be struggling and floundering up one side of a ridge 
and down the other, through steep and narrow defiles where 
men and animals have to move in le file, and where 
many a baggage camel would drop his load and his boner. 
Suppose that the fierce Bedouins, whose homes are in 
these mountains, have allowed the British, strung.out in 
lopg slender column vulnerable at every point, to cross 
numerous defiles where a few hundred men could rok a 
whole army. Suppose the invaders to have emerged with- 
out serious Josses from the mountain range out upon the 
plateau extending to the Nile, and which itself is very rug- 
ged and abounding in difficult passes and belts of deep, 
loose sand—the toughest obstacles of all, The worst is yet 
to come. Water was ns ee p'entifal in the moun- 
tains, and the heat was te. But now the only su 
is from the scanty wells upon the line of march. The 
douins retreat, destroying the wells behind them (which is 
a very easy thing to do), and swarms of them hang around 
the flanks and rear of the invaders to harass them and cut 
off their stragglers. The heat rises every day, above 100 
deg. even in November and December, and 150 deg. and 
more in summer; in that cloudless land there is no shade, 
The plain quivers under the fierce sunlight, while the 
deludes the eyes with the mockery of fictitious lakes. This 
is {what I experienced day after day on the deserts. Sup- 
pose, now, the invaders to have consumed their supply of 
water. If the enemy can cut them off from the weils for 
three days, there is no need of firing anothershot. Nota soul 
of them can survive. It is the story of the Roman legions 
perishing in the Parthian deserts, and of Hicks Pasha in 
Kordofap. 
After much deliberation over a question that required so 
little, the British authorities came to the conclusion that the 
Suakim route is impracticable. But will it be believed that 
British officers at Suakim seriously proposed to build a nar- 
row-gauge railroad, which, they said, could be laid as rapidly 
as the trocps could march? And even ae late as July 12 a 
Cairo despatch says: ‘‘The operations for the reliof of 
Khartoum, it has finally been decided, will begin early in 
September, General Wolseley continues to advise that the 
line of the chief attack be by way of Suakim and Berber. 
Additional material for the new railway is being sent to 
Suakim. The preparations for an experition up the Nile 
have been suspended.” Think of the grading, blasting, 
tunnelling required to construct a railroad across that 
chain eighty miles wide, and then 160 miles beyond it—where 
everything, even to the wooden sleepers, must be brought 
from abroad! And would the Bedouins permit the work to 
proceed unmolested? And supposing the road how 
many segionentn would be needed to guard it against being

cut at a hundred points by the Bedouins ? 
Most of the objections to the Suakim route apply to all 
the desert routes. The next to be considered is the Korosko 


route, by the Nile, from Cairo in boats to Korosko, 610 miles; 
from Korosko, over the desert across the t bend of the 
Nile, 230 miles to Abou Hammed; thence along the banks of 
the Nile (bere not navigable) to Berber, 100 miles; from 
Berber to Khartoum by water, or along the banks, 225 miles, 
In all 1125 miles. This is the great commercial caravan 
route, It traverses the most frightful desert in the Soudan, 
but it ie 500 miles shorter than the course of the Nile, which, 
moreover, is not navigable at all for 700 miles from the seo- 
ond cataract to Berber. 

The Arabs divide their deserts into two kinds. The firstis 
called el jebel or el berryé, meaning mountain or wilderness. 
In this kind of deserts there ia more or less — al- 
ways very scanty; but yet it is there that the Ds roam 
and raise their fiocks and camels. Gazelles and other 
are also found. The desert between Berber and Suekim is 
chiefly of this kind. The other sort is called the atmoor, 
and it is impossible to imegine anything more barren and 
desolate. It is literally nothing but sand androcks. Not a 
bush, not a blade of grass ever grew there, and consequent- 
ly no animal life at all, not even insects. ey are like oceans 
which you cross on your “ desert ships,” but where it is 
death to tarry. The ostrich and hyena cross them swiftly 
by nigbt. These atmoors are generally from eight to ten 
days across, with one group of wells in the middle. Such is 
the Atmoor of Shigré, which I crossed in nine days, aud that 
of Korosko in seven (two days less than the urual time).

Only one group of wells is found half-way, which is 
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moura—bitter, None but camels and bedouins can drink its 
water. Travellers always carry enough Nile water to last 
them across, [t is the only desert where no guides are 
needed, for the track is perfectly marked by the skeletons of 
came!s and cattle, which, as I counted them, average sixty 
to the mile on the best parts of the trail, and four hundred 
on the worst. Thousands of camels and oxen perirh there 
yearly. The latter are driven from the Upper Nile, scantily 
watered once in forty-eight hours on the march, and a large 
poepecticg of them die on the way. The hyenas and vul 

ures, which are the only denizens of the atmoor, pick their 
bones clean before the next morning, and the fierce sun heat 
dries the hides and bones, so that the stench of carrion 
never taints the desert air. The objections to this route, as 
regards water, are atill greater than the Suakim route, and 
it has been rejected also. 


It is interesting in this conncction to give the ex- 
planation of the temporary disaster at Tamar, which is 
offered by John Macdonald in his account of experi- 
ences with Baker and Graham in the Eastern Soudan, 
which appeared in the Nineteenth Century. He says: 


The story of the break-up is brief and simple. -The front 
line doubled, while the flanks and rear followed cnly in 
quick time. ‘The lid was taken off the box. The Arabs made 
tor the gape, which, however, very few of them sucveeded 
ia en .

COURT MARTIAL CASES. 


In his review of a recent trial at Fort Davis, Texas, of « soldier 
of the 10th Cavalry for desertion, Gen. D. 8. Stanley administers 
a stinging rebuke to certain members of the court. He says: 

“During the trial one-half of the members of the conrt, viz.: 
Capts. T. 0. Lebo and BR. G. Smitber, and 24 Lieuts. 0. H. Grier- 
son and 8. D. Freeman, 10th Oavalry, and the judge advocate 
thereof, 24 Lient, W. E. Shipp, of the same regiment, failed to 
appear at one of the adjourned sessions of the court, and, wil- 
fully and knowingly, remained absent therefrom for more than 
one hour and three-quarters, engsging, during that time, in 
sportive amusement, fora wager. This absence the judge advo- 
cate is pleased to term, in the record, an inadvertence, bY er 
their reappearance in court, being required by the president 
thereof, in the preper discharge of his duty, to render explana- 
tions, in writing, as to the cause of their absence, these absen- 
tees denied the right of their presiding officer to make such a de- 
mand upon them, and failed to comply therewith. In this atti- 
tude they received support from another member of the court, 
ist Lieut. C. E. Nordstrom, 10th Cavalry—not an abrentee—who, 
in his zes] for their exoneration, by any means,no matter how 
improper, moved that the court excuse the absentees without 
asking them to make explanations, 

“The president, baving submitted the matter to the reviewing 
authority, was informed, in substance, that, though members of 
courts were strictly answerable only to the convening authority 
for neglect to be present at a seasion of a court, yet, where mem- 
bers, upon reappearing after an absence from a session, failed to 
offer sny explanation of such ab the president was, in duty 
bound, to ask of them statements as to the cause thereof; and 
the Department Commander accordingly directed that, ix this 
case, the absentees be instructed to make written reports of the 
causes of their absence, with such explanations as to their fail- 
ure to comply with the president's directions in the matter, as 
they deemed fit. Atasubsequent meeting of the court, the re 
ports required were rendered; but, at the same time, the absen- 
tees resented the action of their president in reporting them, 
and arrayed themselves against him in hostile attitude. 

“Although, at this stage of the proceedings of the court, there 
was but one hour’s legitimate work before it, to complete the 
case then pending, final action was delayed for a period of eleven 
days, during which seven sessions were held,and these were 
almost entirely devoted to undignified, improper, and outrageons 
squabbles. The rights of the prisoner specially, and the admin- 
istration of justice generally, were lost sight of. 

“It would be time wasted to follow the record of the court 
through this disgraceful period of its remarkable career; it is 
deemed sufficient to state that the t i duct of the 
absentees did not abate until eleven days later, when they com- 
mitted their crowning act of outrage by attempting to de 
the presiding officer of their court, in order to confer his func- 
tions upon the second member in rank, Capt. Lebo, one of t. 
co-delinguents. 

“It remains to remark that the absentees not only received aid 
from at least one other member of the court in their war upon 
their president, but the judge advocate, also, contributed his 
share to the illegitimate wrangle. The judge advocate’s want of 
appreciation of his duties is amply illustrated in the record of 
this case. A more incoherent, inaccurate, incomplete and utterly 
upreliable record of proceedings, than the one now under review, 
has seldom reached a reviewing officer. The p are set 
aside; the prisoner will be released from confinement and re- 
stored to duty.” (G. 0. M. O. 29, Dept. Texas, Aug. 11, 1884.) 














JEFFERSON DAVIS STILL COMPLAINING. 


Tux Confederate soldiers of Monroe County, Ga., have just 
finished a reunion at which memories of the war were freely 
interchanged. Among the incidents was the reading of a 
letter from Jefferson Davis, in which he complained of 
the pensioning of Federal soldiers as discrimination. He 
Bays:

of those who sacrificed their lives in the effort to maintain the 
State Sovereignty won by Georgia in the War of the Revolution. 
Though the States are again reunited, and a)l contribute to fili 
the Treasury ot the general Government, the funds collected are 
only appropriated to provide for the ex-soldfer of the Northern 
States. The Southb-rn soldier disabled in war and the widows 
and orphansvt those who died can only hope for relief irom a 
second tax which may be voluntarily paid by the people for 
whom they fought and who suffered with them. It is not the 
least of your meritorious manifestations that you meet this dis- 
crimination without complaint and brace yourselves to this 
double burden with no illfeeling to ment 
for Shis offensive favoritism.

The Nipsizleft Montevideo Oct. 25. 1883, for Buenos Ayres. 
The trip occupied a week, during which target practice with 
great guns and smal! arms, battalion drills genera! and fire quar- 
tera sail and spar drills, each hadite turn, andthe ship was 
steamed round in circles, with different angles of heel, to deter- 
mine the variations of the compass under these different circum- 
stances. The ship arrived at Baenos Ayres Nv. 1, and anchored 
in the outer roads, Aiter twelve days the ship went outside 
again. and remained a week lovger, when on Nov. 21 steam was 
raised and the ship ran‘ov-r to Colonia and anchored.

SINKING OF THE TALLAPOOSA. 
Foi.owine is the report of Lieutenant-Commander Mer- 
ry concerning the sinking of the Tallapoosa : 

Woop's Hort, Mass., August 22, 1884, 
Hon. Wm, E. Chandler, Secretary of the Navy: 


Sm: I have to report the sinking of the Tallapoosa yes- 
terday, at 11.15 p.m, abont four miles east of Kast Chop 
light, by coljixion with the three-masted schooner James 
8. Lowell, The Tallapoosa hes in nine fathoms of water at 
high water. At the time of collision the Tallapoosa was 
steaming with one boiler (half power) against the flood tide 
aud a strong wind from the southwest, and going over the 
ground about eight and a balf knots per hour. The weather 
was hazy near the horizon, but clear overhead. The red and 
gieen lights of the schooner were sighted about two points 
on the starboard bow, we Foner her our green light. To 
give her more room I had the he!ra put to starbourd. All at 
once she lnffed and showed her red light. I then knew that 
collision was inevitable. The schooner struck us just for- 
ward of the fore rigging on the starboard side, cutting us 
below the water hne and very ne-r to amidships. I imme- 
diately saw that the Tallapoosa would sitk, and made every 
effort in my power to clear the berth-deck, the fire-room and 
ward-room, calling all hands to abandon ship. The officers 
and men were very quiet, and went to the boats without ex- 
citement. The sbip sunk bow first, which, I believe, was on 
the bottom before the stern began to sink. Just before the 
stern went down I ordered the men into the main rigging. 
The executive officer, chief engineer, nine men and myseif 
took to the rigging. To the best of my belief, coupled with 
the opinion of the officers and men, the ship sunk in five 
minu the highest estimate being ten minutes. I ordered 
the boats to pick up the men in the weter and take them to 
the schooner, which at my requesthead anchored. She soon 
after sent a boat to our assistance. Another schooner an- 
cbhored near, avd 36 of our men were put on board of her. 
About the time I reached the schooner, the steamer Gut 
City, bound to Savannab, came along, was hailed and 
stopped. I sent Ensign Whittlesey on board and requested 
the master to take us to Wood's Holl, which he did wil. ingly. 
and he, together with the officers and crew, treated us with 
the greatest kiodness, Every effort was made to save life. 
and I regret to report that Passed Asst. Surgeon OC. E. Back 
and Geo, Foster, landsman, are missing and are believed to 
be drowned. Wm.;O'Donnell and Wm. Jones are also miss 
ing, but several men say they were seen on board the Gate 
City, and it is the general belief that on our arrival at 
Wvod's Holl they were asleep, and are now on that vessel. 
Five of the pullhog boats and tke Herreshoff s‘eam cutter 
were saved: the uther steam cutter was stove in by the colli- 
s10n pod weary up by a schooner and towed into Hyannir, 

In obedience to the Department's order I sent 102 men tu 
Boston, in charge of Lieatenant Everett, assisted by Ensign 
Whittlesey and Mate Hugh Kuhl; Passed Avsistant Saseae 
Towne and Mate Baxter have been ordered to their home-; 
also Lieut. Everett, Eosign Whittlesey and Mate Hugh Kub! 
are ordered home after delivering the men at Buston; the 
remaining officers and men are with me. Oo our arrival at 
Wood's Holl I requested Lieut. Wood, commanding the 
Fish Hawk, to go to the scene of the wreck, which he did, 
tuking the officers and crew.

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WAS IT A CASE OF PORT-HELM? 


Wrrs the reports of the respective commanders of 
the Tallapoosa and the Lowell before us, it occurs to us 
that the query which we have placed at the head of 
this article may readily be raised. According to Cap- 
tain Reed’s statement, upon making the red light of the 
Tallapoosa he ordered the helmsman to ‘‘keep her 
straight.” Running as he was in a fore and after, with a 
strong breeze on the quarter, it is hardly probable that 
it was possible to obey this injunction literally, and 
that the schooner yawed, very perceptibly to those wif 
saw her from the approaching steamer, would appear to 
be self-evident. 

Presentiy, according to Captain Reed, the steamer’s 
green light became visible, when, seeing that nothing 
was being done by her to avoid him, the helm of the 
schooner was ‘‘ordered hard down, to avoid (?) colli- 
sion.” This agrees substantially with the account given 
by Lieutenant Commander Merry, who states that 
asthe Tallapoosa put her helm to starboard showing 
her the green light ‘‘all at once the schooner luffed,” 
with the result so well known to our readers. The as- 
sertion that under all circumstances a sailing vessel has 
the right of way, is contradicted by one fact: why 
when the schooner was going clear, did she not continue 
to do so instead of porting her helm at the wrong 
moment. She was going before the wind at the rate of 
nine koots; the Tallapoosa steaming head to wind eight 
and a half knots, sighted the schooner’s green and red 
lights two points on the starboard bow, running before 
the wind. Side-wheel steamers are not quick at 
turning and the 7'allapoosa is no exception to the rule. 
As the Zallapoosa sighted the schooner two points on 
her starboard bow, she was right, according to the 
Rules of the Road and circumstances of the case in 








With the avidity for news, and the desire to find fault 


| rendered the press should at least give to Lieutenant 
Commander Merry the benefit of the doubt. It is clear 
that he was at his post and controlling his vessel, and 
whatever his action it was deliberate. While the 
Regulations hold the commanding officer responsible 
under all circumstances, often others under him are 
directly so. It is to be presumed the captain gave the 
orders for the management of the wheel, and the re- 
sponsibility for any mistake must necessarily and dis- 
tinctly rest on him. ‘The ability of Lieut. Commander 
Merry as a seaman was never doubted. He has served 
both in the merchant and naval services ; is cool and 
steady, and it is difficult to believe that he made a 
blunder in this instance. The Zallapoosa was unfortu- 
‘nate in one respect-—the schooner ‘vhich sank her had 
the advantage of the blow. Had the Zallapoosa struck 
the schooner in a similar manner the latter would now 
be the obstruction to navigation, and the Government 
involved inaclaim for her value. As was to have 
been expected, the sinking of the 7al/apoosa has been 
the occasion of much criticism in every direction; as 
usual, our ‘‘ trifling Navy ” has been a subject of ludi- 
crous comment, and the ill-fated steamer has been 
given the title of ‘‘ Oid Calamity” by those who have 
not taken the pains to review her history, or are not 
familiar with it. It is well, therefore, to recall this 
history. 

The Tallapoosa was launched in 1864; her hull was 
built at the Boston Navy-yard, and her machinery by the 
Neptune Iron Works at New York ; her total cost being 
$241,856.98. Repairs and alterations since have been 
made on her, aggregating with her original cost, over 
$300,000. There were 27 vessels of this class, paddle 
wheel double enders (wooden vessels) built during the 
war, at prices ranging from $150,000 to $300,000. Not 
one of them was lost during the war, aud with the 
exception of the TZallayoosa, all were sold at prices 
ranging from $3,500 to $20,050. 

The Tallapoosa was retained, and in 1869 put on 
special service as a freight and transport between the 
Navy-yards chiefly. She has made several trips to the 
Isthmus and to the Gulf since. She was first sent tothe 
East Gulf Squadron, and afterwards sent to the West 
Gulf Squadron. 

In 1874 she was substantially repaired, and in 1880 
new boilers, the design of the Bureau of Steam Engi- 
neering, were put in her. She was thoroughly repaired, 
and her stateroom and cabia accommodations enlarged. 
Commander Kellogs, who was ordered to her about 
that time, through the aid of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repairs, was instrumental in a great measure 
in these improvements. Lieutenant McRitchie com- 
manded her pretty much the whole time from 1869 
uotil she was placed under Commander Kellogg. Com- 
mander Ralph Chandler commanded her in 1870. 

She was almost continuously in service, and ran 
thousands and thousands of miles up and down the At- 
lantic coast and in the adjacent rivers night and day, in 
all kinds of weather. It is true she had inany collisions, 
which was to have been expected under the cvircum- 
stances. Asa rule her officers were not to blame. Only 
two instances occurred where a Court of Inquiry was 
deemed necessary, and in one of those at least no misman- 
agement on the part of the schooner was the finding of 
thecourt. No officer on board of her has even been 
tried or censured for incapability in her management. 
‘There has been no special ‘‘fatality” about her. She 
has, on the other hand, been rather a fortunate vessel. 
She saved the Governmeut thousands of dollars. 

The Philadelphia Medical News, in its issue of Satur- 
day, says editorially: ‘‘The collision and sinking of 
the United States steamship Tal/apoosa, and conse- 
quent loss of life, it seems quite probable may be an- 
other example of the results which we are called upon 
from time to time to chronicle of the baneful indispo- 
sition of our legislators to grapple with the subject of 
color-blindness in its relation to railroad service and 
navigation, any legal enactment concerning which is 
extremely unpopular with railway and steamship em- 
ployees,.who constitute an influential portion of our 
voting population.

And thus vital moments were wasted, 
and finally when the Captain decided what course to 
take it was too late toavoid a collision. In the official 
inquiry which is about to be held, all hope the Navy 
Department will direct a special investigation to be 
made by a wedical expert concerning the color-vision 
and acuity of sight of all the officers and men whose

A DESERVED PROMOTION. 


Ir was with much pleasure that we last week 
chronicled the fact that in accordance with our 
suggestion, the Secretary of the Navy has nominated 
to the President, and the latter has signified his inten- 
tion to appoint Commander Schley to be Chief of the 
Bureau of Equipment, vice Commodore English, who 
has resigned to accept the command of the European 
Station. 

Although, as stated by one paper, ‘‘the movement 
to give Commander Schley the Bureau originated out- 
side of the Navy Department,” it isa gratifying thing 
that the official red tape has so far been cut as to per- 
mit the Secretary to take cognizance of a suggestion 
arising ‘‘outside the Department,” and that for the 
second time within the last three years there has been a 
most conspicuous instance of the oflice seeking the 
man, and not the man the office, in marked contrast to 
other cases known to our naval readers in which the 
question of the successful appointee has been decided 
only after a long struggle of personal and political in- 
fluence. 

Commander Schley will bring to his new position a 
thorough acquaintance with the affairs of the Bureau, 
gained by service under Commodore English before 
being ordered to the command of the Greely Relief 
Expedition. Especially will this be the case with re- 
lation to what we may properly consider as the most 
important portion of his duties, viz., the administration 
of the affairs of the training system. Charged us he 
formerly was with the revision of the rules and regula- 
tions relating to that service, he necessarily acquired a 
far more intimate knowledge of its wants and require- 
ments than can possibly be in possession of any one 
who has not had a similar opportunity through official 
connection with it; and we fee] assured that whatever 
can be done by the Bureau to further the interests of 
this vitally important work will be done by the new 
incumbent. 

We congratulate not only Commander Schley, but 
also the officers of the expedition under his command, 
that the work which they performed so admirably has 
met the deserved recognition in this tribute to their chief, 
As matters stand in our Services they must be content 
with the honor paid to their leader, and we are sure 
that none will more heartily extend their words of 
cheer to their Commander than those whom he has led 
to a successful completion of the task which had been 
set them. 

To the younger men of the Navy the promotion of 
Commander Schley ought to bring consolation; for 
although their prospects are not so bright as they or 
we might wish them to be, yet in this instance of con- 
spicuous merit and ability duly rewarded, they may 
see that careful attention to the details of every day 
work, that fidelity to the duty of the hour, and deter- 
miuation to do well whatever is to be done will surely 
bring their reward, in self-improvement and self-dis- 
cipline, with the possibility always of more substantial 
honors, such as have fallen to the lot of the Commander 
of the Greely Relief Expedition. 








NEW HISTORY OF THE THIRTY YEARS’ WAR. 

Tue ‘History of the Thirty Years’ War,” by Anton 
Gindely, Professor of German History in the University 
of Prague, gives us the results of a painstaking Ger- 
man investigation iato this period of history ; av inves- 
tigation still in progress, and which, having already 
extended over twenty years, promises to be as 
protracted as the Thirty Years’ War itself. As keeper 
of the state archives of Bohemia, Professor Gindely 
had access to original sources of information, and 
included in his studies are the most important German 
archives, as also the Belgian, French and Spanish state 
papers, and those in the Vatican at Rome. Hence, 
most of his work is the result of original investigation. 
Its Value can be judged from this statement. It is not 
iD any sense a military study, however, and it is written 
upon the theory, which will not find universal accept- 
ance, that ‘‘diplomacy is the point of most interest and 
importance in the -history of a war ;” that ‘‘ battles are 
but incidents, and accounts of them are valuable chiefly 
for their bearing upon military science and art, and as 
indicating the preponderance of one party or the other,” 
and that their details are ‘‘ but sensational, like the de- 
tails of crime in the columns of the daily press.” 

As to Waldstein—whose name he shows was not 


Wallenstein— Prof. Gindely, upon the credit of docu- 
ments he has discovered, is of the settled opinion that 
‘‘under his lukewarmness was hidden something be- 
sides the hope of victory; treason lurked there in 
ambush.” He gives no currency to the charge, resting 
upon the idle talk of the excited multitude, that Gusta- 
vus Adolphus died by the hand of the assassin and not 
by the enemy’s bullet. Still, he finds conclusive proof 
that a plot to assassinate him for the sum of 30,000 
Hungarian ducats was formally considered by the 
Spanish Cabinet, the conclusion being given in the 
royal answer: ‘‘ Although the deed might be decided 
upon without violating conscience—of which, however, 
there may be doubt—such a transaction does not seem 
worthy of a mighty and just King, and the royal ser- 
vants ought not, therefore, either knowingly or by their 
counsel, participate therein.” 

For the translation of this valuable history we are in- 
debted to Andrew Ten Brook, formerly Professor of 
Mental Philosophy in the University of Michigan. The 
translator has added an introductory and a concluding 
chapter, and a sketch of the author’s life. The three 
volumes of the original work are condensed into two in 
the American edition, to which the publishers, Messrs. 
G. P. Putnam and Sons, have given the benefit of their 
unusually correct judgment and good taste in*the de- 
partment of manufacture. Portraits of Gustavus 
Adolphus, Gabriel Bethlem, Prince of Transylvania, 
Frederic V., Tilly, Albert von Waldstein, the Emperors 
Ferdinand II. and III, Axel Oxenstiern, Chancellor of 
Sweden, and Cardinal Richelieu, and seventeen maps, 
plans of battles and pictures of towns add greatly to the 
interest of the volumes. When we look around for a 
historical person with whom to compare Gustavus 
Adclphus, Prof. Gindley concludes, we find but 
one—‘‘ Alexander the Great. Both attained to 
unforeseen results, and with this advantage over 
men who have by their own energy risen from 
low to high positions, they did not achieve their 
eminence by vivlent and criminal means, and were 
consequently not obliged to retain them this way. 
Their measures were not, therefore, contested and 
carped at by the curious and inimical whom, in their 
career of life, they left behind them. In their charac- 
terand development we find no such moral vacuum, 
as in men like Waldstein and Napoleon. Their bril- 
liant successes concealed from view no adverse shades, 
unless, indeed, their ambition should be imputed to 
them asacrime. But even here both careers have 
excellent apologetic reasons, as the one triumphed over 
Asiatic barbarism; the other arrested the overthrow 
with which Protestantism was threatened in Germany. 
Of the armies employed during the Thirty Years’ War 
we are told that they weve made up entirely of enlisted 
men; their support cost relatively far more than it 
would now, though the arrangements for the care of 
the army were far less liberal, and there was no regular 
paying and the troops lived chiefly by foraging and pil- 
lage. There was no symmetrical uniform, each soldier 
putting on, for the purpose of distinction during a bat- 
tle, a white or red band upon his arm, hat or cap, with 


green twigs or other marks:” 


The greatest difference between the armies of the Thirty 
Years’ War and those of a later day is found in the fact that sol- 
diers then took their wives and children with them. Even in the 
very beginning of the war the number of women which followed 
the regiment was nearly equal to that of the men which it con- 
tained. It was reported of a newly-enlisted regiment in 1620 
that it marched with 3,009 men strong from its place of muster, 
and was followed by 2,000 women. The colonel was unwilling to 
allow this, and directed the ferrymen, when they were to cross a 
river, not toallow the women to pass. But there was raised 
such a fearful wail on both sides of the stream, the women cry- 
ing for their husbands, and these demanding their wives, who 
had in possession their shirts, shoes, and other articles, that the 
colonel was finally compelied to abandon his purpose. Ata 
later day the number of camp-followers was increased beyond all 
belief by the multiplication of children, so thatin the last years 
of the war the numbers in the camp must be placed at three and 
four times that of the combatants, as appuars in an example 
taken from the history of the war. The wives of the soldiers 
washed, cooked and performed in general ali kinds of service for 
their husbands, dragged along in the march their children and 
all those utensils which could not be taken upon the baggage- 
wagons, and took partin plundering the peasants and burghers 
by the way. 

Such were the atrocities committed upon their victims by 
these robbers, that the old chroniclers have produced nothing 
more frightiu) even in regard to the Huns, Avars and Mongols, 
They would unscrew the flint of a pistol and screw up the thumb 
of the unfortunate in the place; they would skin the bottom of 
the foot, sprinkle salt in the fresh wound, and then make a goat 
lick the salt off; they would pass a horse-hair through the 
tongue, and draw it slowly up and down; they would bind about 
the forehead a knotted rope, and draw it constantly tighter with 
alever. If an oven was at hand, they would force their victim 
into it, kindle a fire in the front of it, and compel him to creep 
out through this fire. They often bored holes in the knee-pans 
ot those whom they would torment, or poured disgusting fluids 
down their throats. To these thousand-fold torments were 
added, in the case of matrons and maidens, the basest outrages. 
No woman was secure against the beastly violence of the soldier, 
and nothing but flight or defence could in some instances save 
them. When the robbers had, by torture, compelled the sur- 
render of hidden treasures, when their lust of plunder was sat- 
isfied, andtheir inhuman desires quieted, they completed the 
proof of their vandalism by destroying that which they could 
not carry off.

Tae experimental firing, “ Ship Guns versus Fortifi- 
cations,” concluded last week at Inchkeith, Scotland, 
has given general satisfaction. The main object of the 
experiments was to ascertain whether a gun placed in a 
simple barbette—that is, in a position above the glacis 
of a round emplacement, and its gun detachment; 
would be so much exposed to the fire directed from an 
attacking ship, that it might become necessary to adopt 
the costly arrangements for lowering the gun when not 
actually firing. The results, says the Army and Navy 
Gazette, show that to secure efficiency it will become 
almost imperative to adopt the principle of raising and 
lowering the barbette guns, as soon as this can be done 
by such simple means that there cau be no risk of such 
a carriage failing to act even under adverse circum- 
stances. The machine guns were very destructive, 
especially against the dummies (representing the gun 
detachment) which were put into position around the 
guo. It may be broadly stated that a fortification bar. 
bette-gun, mounted on the raising and lowering princi- 
ple, would probably be quite able to defend itself 
against the large guns of a ship at long ranges, and that 
in order to protect the fortification gun against the 
ship’s machine-gun fire, a number of machine guns 
must also be mounted on the forts away from the heavy 
guns. ‘The rifle-calibre machine guns of an attacking 
vessel would never have as good a chance in actual war 
as they had at Inchkeith, as no ironclad would dare to 
steam at slow speed within 1,000 yards of the shore; 
but the 1-inch guns, and the wonderful accuracy of the 
6-pounder quick-firing guns at long ranges, would have 
to be provided against. 








LIgUTENANT-GENERAL Sheridan, accompanied by 
Generals Macfeely and Holabird, and Colonels 
Sheridan and Gregory, Aides-de-Camp, came on 
to New York on Monday last, and, in .com- 
pany with Major-General Hancock, visited the 
military posts in New York Harbor. The visit was 
in some degree informal, the principal object being to 
inspect the public buildings at the posts and see what 
additions or repairs might be needed, with a view to 
future appropriations. General Sheridan has adopted 
the principle of seeing for himself as much as'possible 
what is needed to make the Army efficient and com- 
fortable, and his long tour of duty in the Division of 
the Missouri gave him but little, if any, opportunity to 
‘become familiar with the military posts on the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts. 








An interesting analysis of the elements composing 
our population is given by Mr. Joseph Edgar Chamber- 
Jain in an article in the current Century. The census of 
1880 gave us a population of 50,155,783. Of these but 
little more than one-half are white natives, 28,601,676. | 
The remainder are native negroes, Indians, and 
persons of foreign birth, or having one parent foreign 
born; these last numbering 14,922,744, of whom 
about one-half, 6,679,948, were themselves born on 
foreign soil. The Germans are the most numerous, 
1,966,742, or 3.9 per cent. of the whole population; the 
Irish next, 1,854,571, or3.7 per cent., and third, natives 
of the British Island, 917,598, British America follow- 


ing with the next largest contingent, 717,157 all told: 


“Of all the States and Territories, the one having the largest 
proportion of inhabitants of foreign birth is Nevada, where the 
natives in 1880 were 58.8 per cent.of the population, and the 
foreign born 41.1. The State or Territory having the smallest 
percentage of persons of foreign birth was North Osrolina, with 
only one fourth of one per cent. foreign born.

Next comes Minnesota, with 34.3 per cent. foreign; next 
California, with $3.9 per cent. foreign; next Wisconsin, 30.9 for- 
eign; next Uteh, 30.5 per cent.; next Montana, 29.5 per cent.; 
next Wyoming, 28.7 per cent.; next Rhode Island, 26.8 per cent.; 
next Massachusetts, 24.9 per cent.; then New York, 23.9 per cent. 
From here the scale descends steadily. We find the Northern 

States, from causes well known, drawing nearly all the immigra- 

tion. Not one of the former slave States has 10 per cent. of for- 
eign born people; most of them have less than 5 per cent., and 
several less than one.

Now, it was always very easy to find fault, but a remedy was 
not quite so easy to find. However, there was a remedy, 
and the vitizens of that great metropolis had it entirely and 
absolutely in their own hands. If they said it was too ex- 
pensive to keep up an army, very well, let them do away 
with it. Butif they wanted to keep it efficient they must not 
mind paying for it. If they did not pay for it they would 
not have an army such as they required, and would not con- 
tinue to live in that comfort, that security, that content, and 
that greatness which, as every one present knew, as members 
of this great community they were able to live in. He was 
speaking his miod plainly and without regard for politics;

Reaz Apmreat Anprew A. Harwoop, U. 8. N., retired

In 1819 he was transferred tothe war sloop Hornet, 
in which vessel he served for two years, the ship cruising 
for most of the time, eageged in the suppression of the 
African slave trade and piracy in the West Indies. He served 
part of the year 18:2 ia the Navy Yard at Philadelphia and 
the balance on board the ship Qurolina, and in the follow- 
ing year sailed and served in the steamer Sva Guil, which 
belonged to the expedition under Commodore Porter against 
the pirates which infested the West Indies. On July 3, 1823,he 
assisted in the capture of the pirate schooner Catalina, which 
carried three guas, playiog « prominent. and valiaot part in 
that engagement. Between the years 1824 27 he served as 
Acting Master on the frigate Ovnstitution, cruising in the 
Mediterranean Sea. He was commissioned Lieutenant 
March 8, 1827, and served on various important duties, 
In 1844 he was member of a commission to visit dock- 
yards and foundries in Euglaud and France and to report 
on Ordoance improvements. He was commissioned com- 
mander Oct. 2, 1848, captain Sept. 14, 1855, and Aug. 6, 
1861, was appointed chief of the Bureau of Ordnance and 
Hydrograpby. He attained the grade of commodore Jaly 
16, 1862, and was commandant of the Washington Navy- 
yard and of the Potomac fivtilla in 1862-1863. He was 
retired Oct. 9, 1864, and until 1869 was secretary of the 
Lighthouse Board and member of Examining Board.

TARGET PRACTICE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sm: From the article ‘‘What Can Be Done in Rifle 
Practice,” in a recent issue of the JouRNAL, it must be 


apparent to all (a matter I have contended for some | Vi 


time) the error of running our target practice through 
so long a period—in fact, twelve months of the year. 
In fourteen consecutive days of firing, Battery i 2d 
Artillery, accomplished more, and gained a bigher 
figure of merit than in all previous months. Their suc- 
or of course, was based upon a careful and syste- 

c gallery practice—tbe foundation of good range 
shooting, as is shown in our militia organizations. 
Thes2 stand high in shooting, and spend only a few 
davs at Creedmoor, but: many in their gallery practice. 
This latter the men enjoy, and during the winter 
months, when no work can be done out of doors, it is 
more n pleasure than a duty. With the adoption of 
the sub calibre ammunition, already prepared, the work 
of reloading is avoided, as well as the noise and 
amoke of the larger shell, and gallery practice will have 
an increased popularity. This constant and prolonged 
work on the range, day after day, month after month, 
is wearisome to the flesh, and subversive of discipline, 
be relaxing other necessary military duties, for you 
can’t shoot and drill the same day; and when one duty 
is commenced it should be kept up till finished. Laidley 
and all other authorities agree that this is true in target 
practice. Fifteen shotsor thirty at two different ranges 
in one day will make marksmen quicker than five shots 
a day scattered through thesummer, and this will be 
particularly so since, as Wingate says, ‘‘the range is the 
place not to learn, but to test what has been learned in 
drill,” and ‘“‘skillin marksmanship can be taught the 
same as any portion of the manual of arms,” and 
finally ‘‘without this training it has been settled that 
men often on the range become in practice worse shots the 
more they fire.” ‘This, I suppose, arises from the lack 
of opportunities to correct errors. No man can be 
= toin the way of instruction or correction at 

moment he is firing his shot, without the proha- 
bility of disturbing him. Many continue this monthly 
practice on the idea of keeping their handin. This is 
an error, for the strain, and it is a great one, can not 
thus be kept up month after month. One has to have 
a rest or else disgust and indifference will follow. This, 
in order to keep up interest in target practice, must be 


The following rules, if adopted, would lead to good 
results: Kequire all the allowance of ammunition to be 


fired on the in one or two months of the proper 
season, preceded by one month of gallery practice—if 
more of gallery practice, not to interfere with other 


duties. uring this range work require no other drills 
or duties of a garrison, and absolve the post com- 
mander for any deficiency of his command in this re- 
spect. In fact, keep all inspectors away, except the 
inspector of rifle practice. This latter officer, who 
should be one of experience and rank, and at least a 
qualified marksman, should, under orders of the depart- 
ment commander, visit posts and ranges; and where 
the command does not do well, should ascertain and 
report whether the company or post commander is to 
blame. ‘Too often it is the latter. Have only reports of 
target practice submitted during the above months and 
atend of target year—giving only the classification of 
men, figure of merit, etc., the abstruse and hard work 
of percentage being omitted. It would be just as rea- 
sonable to require monthly reports of all the duties done 
at a garrison by acompany. Simplify the whole mat- 
ter, and many discouragements will be removed. Give 
every sharpshooter $1 a month extra pay; or, as this 
may require impossible legislation, give him, for his per- 
sunal disposition, all the ammunition he saves above 
his allowance. Allow no man to fire more than his 
allowance—those who do to be reported separately, 
and to pay for the ammunition thus expended. 

The above are some of my views, and from experi- 
ence I believe they will be generally accepted by all 
those who are anxious to have the present interest in 
target practice kept up.

GRADING RIFLE PRACTICE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journai; 


Tue few advocates of grading rifle —— by the percent- 
age on number of shots fired, and limiting everyone to the 
same precise number of shots annual!;—no more and no 
lees—have probably already gained markemen’s buttons un- 
der the old and easy system of two consolidated scores, and 
perhaps even this year, and don’t want to see so many marks- 
men in the Army ; they have had their unlimited practice 
and unlimited shots, have qualified and would discourage 
those who may hereafter euter the Service, or who from 
various causes have been unable to practice or compete at 
all. Naturally, the percentages would be in favor of those 
accustomed to the rifle, or who have qualified as marksmen. 
Industry and perseverance on the rifle range are necessary to 
es and should be rewarded—obstacles should not be 
encouraged. 

The present requirement of three scores— each complete 
at each range—can be accomplished, not easily, and by every 
man, but by work, and is certainly hard enough to the aver- 
age soldier. 

To limit the novice to an equal number of cartridges with 
the phenomenal shots of the Army, or to base percentages 
equally on the firing of both men would be equivalent to 
heavily handicapping the beginner or inferior shot, and damp- 
en the ardor and the desire to excel—now so manifest in the 
Army—and obtainable from constant practice and industry. 

Let well enough alone and don’t do it. P.

PaiLaDELPais, Pa., Aug. 23. 


Tue New York Yacht Club, of which James Gordon Ben- 
nett, Jay Gould, and Cyrus Field, Jr., are members, enter- 
tained the officers of the Greely relief expedition at dinner 
a few days ago. Chief Engineer Melville, of this city, made

agreed to, the mouey was subscribed on the spot, and there 
is said to be no doubt that an Arctic expedition under Mel- 
ville’s command will sail from an American port in the fall 
of 1885. Ener. Melville will obtain leave of absence from 
the Navy without pay for two years for this purpose. 

We understand that Mr. Melville’s purpose is to approach 


the Pole by the way of Franz Josef's Land.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


LIGHT ARTILLERY IN THE GUARD. 


THERE is a good deal of money spent to no purpose in 
the maintenance of so-called light batteries in militia organ- 
izations. Light artillery is an arm of the utmost importance 
in the field, but to bring it up and keep it at an efficient stand- 
ard requires incessant attention to men and horses, which 
cannot be given under the present system of maintaining 
State troops. The late ‘‘ Light Artillery” camp showed that 
the majority of the batteries, if not all, were decidedly back- 
ward in everything that pertains to the instruction of their 
own arm of the service, while of the ordinary duties of the 
soldier, set up, marching, military courtesies, guard 
duty, etc., they hardly had any conception. In fact, a 
large number of them could not even keep step in 
squads in an ordinary short march, while we noticed 
Officers who handled their sabres as a novice in & 
blacksmith’s shop would take hold of a sledge-hammer. A 
first lieutenant of a so-called crack battery attempting to re- 
turn his sabre at dress parade back to the front, and his con- 
tortious to withdraw his weapon when he found it stuck, 
wes an example of this surt painful to behold. The imme- 
diate duty of citizen soldiers, and one which will first fall to 
their lot, is the suppression of mobs in the streets of crowded 
cities, and here a flying battery, with its intricate man- 
ceuvres, would be of little use. Of course, a few pieces of 
artillery in the hands of troops in a street riot, apart from 
their moral effect, would bea useful adjunct for the pur- 
pose of battering down the walls of buildings sheltering 
rioters, and, therefore, artillery should not be banished en- 
tirely from the Guard. But it should be put where it can 
be of the most use. For this reason every regiment should be 
provided with a Gatling gun and a siege or field-piece of the 
larger calibre, and a sufficient number of men instructed in 
their use, so far as can be applied to service in a street 
riot. For this service our obsolete muzzle-loaders, although 
ridiculous in warfare in the field, would answer every pur- 
pose, and men willing to be instructed in serving them can 
doubtless be found in every organization. If a system of 
this sort is inaugurated inthe Guard, its efficiency can be 
mach increased and a considerable amount of money now 
expended in the maintenance of useless light batteries can 
be saved. We have reason to belicve that the views expressed 
herein agree in the main with those of Adjutant-General 
Farnsworth, and therefore venture the hope that the subject 
will soon receive attention in the proper quarter. 


FORT WADSWORTH ARTILLERY ENCAMPMENT. 


The Brooklyn Zagle of August 24, in an article on the 
Militia Artillery Encampment at Fort Wadswortb, said : 

It must be apparent to the close observer that the scheme of 
instruction there attempted to be pursued was laid eut by a theo- 
rist who fell but littie short of being a visionary. . In the 
very pature of things it is impossible to compress within the 
brief compass of five days a schedule of duties that under ordi- 
nary circumstances would cover months if properly fulfilled, 

. What gcod, it may be asked, resulted from the detailing of a 
company to spend days in the attempt to move a ten-ton gun 
from the water battery to the parapet of the fert, only to be 
stopped summarily when the attempt proved imminently peril- 
ous to lifeandiimb? Or further than this, again, why were de- 
tails made to practice with machine guns, when this form of 
service could be as well learned in the armory of the regiment ? 
However, these are errors which are not likely to be repeated in 
the ijuture, and they may therefore be passed over. The ques- 
tion which now interests the National Guard is how the best re- 
sults may be derived from subsequent tours of duty in the har- 
bor fortifications. In the first place it should be understood that 
field artillery dril! is the foundation of heavy artillery practice. 
This is the key to seacoast and Larbor defence. “‘ Range finding” 
and the use of “‘ plane table,” upou which so much energy was 
expended by the meinbers of the Twelfth at Fort Wadsworth, 
can be mastered in their armories by the officers of the National 
Guard. This upon the authority of one of the foremost instruc- 
tors of the Artillery School at Fort Monroe. 


In reply to this we have received the following open let- 
ter addressed to the Brooklyn Lage : 


To the Editor of the Brooklyn Eagle: 

Sir: An article in your columns of last Sunday on the 
Artillery Encampments of the National Guard would appear 
to require some notice from me. This might appear a work 
of supererogation, as neither my name or office appears in 
the article. They are both conspicuously absent. 

For your information [ will etate that in conversation with 
friends for the last two years, I have agreed that it would be 
a good thing for us, the ‘ Regulars,” to have more contact 
in military matters with the militia. 

It is possible that the application of the 12th N. Y. would 
have been made and granted all the same, but it is also quite 
possible that men of their known pride would not have ap- 
plied had they doubted their welcome. 

Their application was referred to me and my indorsement 


was favorable. Foreseeing much work, I called as an assist- 
ant the visionary theorist of your author. Several reasons 
directed my choice: 


First—Because for two years he had been the elaborator 
of a system of artillery practice for my own command, which 
I hope to use profitably during the next three years, 

Second—Because his system is the only one extant worthy 
of the name, complete and applicable to our en/ourage. 

~Third—Beeause in its production I had been consulted at 
each step, and as it stood, it had received my imprimatur. 

Fourth—Because my theoretic visionary was a worker, a 
poor talker and laugher, free with his brains, muscles, bones 
and pocket, and could accomplish an am:unt of detail that 
would crush profundists to look at. 

_Fifth—Because everything proposed and approved, in the 
direction of precision, had been in use, in a modified form, 
on every rifle range in the country. 

Sixth—That no pains can be thrown away, which impresses 
on the recruit that every shot costs the people some $50, and 
that be should be taught to bring into practice all addenda 
that will make the difference between a destroying hit, aud a 
destructive miss. 

Seventh—Becauee my visionary could tell the pupil at once 
what should be the proper charge, for the varying powders, 
and distances, the elevations, the allowances for deviations 
due to drift or wind, the history of the piece, and in a word 
could iustruct the pupil and gratify his curiosity without 
hunting ,it out of a book. In fact, our theorist was a drill 
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Eighth (may be this should have come first). The vision- 
ary was an artillerist. 

I admit frankly that neither my theorist nor myself had 
the ‘‘ profound” experience that your talker speaks of re- 

arding a five days’ instruction in artillery to raw men. Von 
Moltke the Duke of Cambridge, Suwarrow and Farr were 
not consulted. ‘Oh, the depth of the mystery !” 

Let me tell, however, some of the. things accomplished, 
and then your author will be better able to show you the 
lower depths. 

For want of transportation, due to the fault of profound- 
its, not to the want of foresight or work of my visionary— 
no work was done the first day—daily, after that, on the 
recommendation of my captains to concentrate the indi- 
vidual on but one study, each man had one of the following 
lessons : 

1. The handling and firing of the 100-pdr. Parrott guns. 

2. The drill, mounting, dismounting, transporting, hoist- 
ing, and remounting the 8-in. converted rifles. 

3. The handling and firing of the 15-in. Rodmans. 
4. The laying the platforms, drill, and firing of the siege 


uns. 
q 5, The drill of the field gun and firing of the Gatlings. 

6. A plane-table, and tracking drill as used in torpedo 
work, and moving targets. 

7. An instruction in signalling. 

In this let me express my admiration of the enthusiasm 
and pluck of Capt. Eagle’s company in your author's 8-inch 
gun failure; with the same appliances they come down yol- 
untarily and work heartily on hoisting it to its place, some 
sixty feet, with poor appliances, but a dogged perseverance 
that exacted the admiration of Gens. Sheridan and Han- 
cock the next day after your author’s published abortion. 
They propose to complete it on Saturday, and so far as in 
me lies they shall fire it to their heart’s content, under the 
rules, however, of my visionary theoreticus. 

I was present during all the exercises, and my theorist 
tried to have all his work recorded, and his labor thither- 
ward wasimmense. A convenient Court-martial threw all 
this work practically on him, and the Ordnance Department 
has lost much of the data, which I had prepared forms to 
utilize. Maybe his theory will enable him to replace the 
knowledge I had expected others to supply with their 
presence. 

Now, as I know little in five days, less stillof militia, and 
léss of profound artillery, I must for future profiting ask 
where your author gets his bed-rock of profundity. This is 
just what Messrs. Farnsworth, Jones, Hamilton and Zalinski 
have been fishing for with their little pin hooks while we had 
it right at hand, it now appears. The author should keep it 
concealed no longer, but give it buoyancy, set it afloat. I, 
particularly, as the administrative officer need it, the true 
means of doing most artillery good to the raw recruit in 
“Four Easy Lessons by a Profundit.” 

Tn review—The man of the 12th was taught the nomen- 
clature of a piece and its surroundings; he saw, handled and 
applied the implements and equipments; he had materialized 
before him what be might have read without understanding 
for a year; he was taught that as it was costly for an amuse- 
ment so it should be profitable as a study of every shot; he 
realized all the accidents that would affect a missile; he 
learned our (unwritten) steps to reach written results; he 
learned our ways of thought; he made himself agreeable to 
me; he showed us a spirit to sacrifice small personalities for 
. great good, which has left an excellent impress on us regu- 

ars. 

In petto—He did not come here instructed in field artillery 
or Gatlings. Iam very sorry that circumstances over which 
I should have control prevented his receiving more here. 
As Peekskill was reported a failure, and as your author says 
this is no place for it, and that it is the basis of artillery in- 
struction ! ! ! (he forgets the pop-gun), and that the Armory 
is the true place to practice machine gun firing, I think 
(always understanding that the Colonel of the regiment and 
your author are willing) that the field gun should be learned 
in the Armory. 

Now, let your author come forward like a man and show 
what was visionary or impractical either in the preparation 
or execution of my scheme. This is either the impertinent 
attack of an ignoramus, or it is founded in profit to the 
country. Bring forth your.scheme and your practical men 
to execute it, under yourown name, and you will get as 
much hearty co-operation as you will accept from

INTELLIGENCE AND DISCIPLINE. 


A Nationa Guarp officer recently expressed himself in 
our hearing as follows: ‘*In my experience (and I have had 
plenty), I have found that there is such a thing as having 
men know too much of what may~be required of them under 
the law. As arule, they are hard enough to handle withont 
the knowledge that there is a limit beyond which an officer 
cannot go; and a number of company officers agree with me 
that it is sufficient for them to know that they must be im- 
plicitly obedient and depend upon their officers in every re- 
spect, a knowledge as to how long they have to serve, etc., 
being sufficient for every purpose.” 

To hear such sentiments expressed by a man of intelli- 
gence is surprising, and we regret to state that they give 
evidence of a development of feeling which is unworthy of 
an Officer in the National Guard. ilitary law is made for 
the government of the State militia, and the men form cer- 
tainly no small part of it. Whatever is in the law should be 
known to every one affected by it, and to keep men in the 
dark as to their rights is as unjust as it is unwise. 
Law is not for officers alone, but its dicta state 
clearly what amount of duty can be demanded from 
the men, and this as a eafeguard to protect them 
from arbitrary acts of would-be martinets. Therefore, 
a full and comprehensive knowledge of all the features of 
militia law should be vouchsafed to every enlisted man, at 
least so far as he is affected by it, and for this purpose 
every commander of a company should place a copy of the 
laws in the quarters of his command, easily accessible to 
every man in it. An attempt tocommand men thrcugh 
ignorance is a confession of weakness and incapacity, and 
we have but to point to our best ents to prove that 
where the greatest intelligence prevails there is the nearest 
approach to perfect discipline, 





A PROOF OF THE VALUE OF MILITIA. 


,__ UNDER this heading a correspondent sends us the follow- 
ing with reference to a recent scrimmage resulting from an 
uprising of the negroes in Dawson Torrell county, Ga., the 
account of which appeared recently in the New York Heraid. 
@ difficulty originated in the hanging of a negro for an 
outrage on a white lady; the excitement and the threaten- 
Ing attitude of the negroes caused a call on the troops. ‘Our 
Correspondent says: With that unaccountable desire to 
shield a criminal, the reason for which can only be found 
in the fact that the guilty party was one of themeelves, the 
negroes threatened to burn the town in case the indignant 
Later 


gave vent to their righteous indignation. 


came rumors that the train containing the troops had been 
wrecked, which was soon verified, but only the man was 
injured. The arrival of the troops was, however, much de- 
layed. Fully 5,000 enraged negroes surrounded the train 
upon ifs arrival at Dawson. They were so fierce and demon- 
strative in their threats that the infantry were drawn up 
with bayonets fixed, and the two cannon of the Jackson 
Light Artillery were unlimbered for action. The negroes, 
seeing the determined attitude of the troops, fell back as 
they marched to the jail. Several stones were thrown by 
the blacks, and as a result the military were massed. This 
was covstrued on the part of the negroes as an intention to 
open fire upon them, and the whole 5,000 stampeded and 
became quiet. At noon om August 25 the guilty man, 
George Jones, was hung in the presence of the throng of ne- 
groes who had sworn to prevent his execution. 

This event conclusively illustrates the great value of well 
disciplined State troops. Their presence on this occasion 
doubtless prevented murder and rapine upon a gigantic 
scale, and enabled the officers of the law, through a special 
term of the court, to promptly try, convict and execute the 
sentence. of death. That there is a feeling of sympathy 
among criminals for each other which is manifested in the 
most substantial forms by members of their class is a we'l 
known fact. For the vilest criminal money is often contri- 
buted by them to retain eminent counsel. When and how 
the services of the militia of the different States may be 
suddenly required who can tell? That they are safeguards 
to the people and of great value who will gainsay? 


PROGRAMME OF NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCIATION. 


In regard to the programme of the fall meeting of the 
National Rifle Association, published in last week’s issue, a 
correspondent sends us the following: 

‘Several of the matches are arranged badly and need 
amending. The Shorkley match, one of the best in the 
whole collection, if properly arranged, is one of them ; but 
what show will the U.S. Service andthe Remington State 
rifles stand against the fine rifles that can be brought in 
under the term ‘any military rifle within the rules,’ and 
what enlisted man is able to pay the high entrance fee of 
three dollars? Ihe entrance fee should be reduced, and 
only ‘service’ rifles admitted, otherwise oniy those who 
possess fine rifles will go in. 

“Tn the Hilton trophy match any position instead of the 
prone one should be allowed at 500 and 600 yards. The 
terms admit the Sharps rifle, and could anybcdy compete 
against it with the U.S. Service or Remington State rifle ? 
The only troops who could compete would be those of Michi- 
gan and afew from New York, who have the new Sharps 
twist 50 cal. and new 550 grain bullets used last year. 

“In the Laflin and Rand Powder match the prone posi- 
tion at 500 yards should be changed. Springfield should be 
allowed a point as wellthe Remington, which everybody 
knows is a slow twist arm. 

‘*The Gen. Sheridan Skirmish match will doubtless fall to 
the Sharps-Borchard rifle which handicaps all others. No 
halts should be prescribed, and the match should be shot 
under the rules as laid down inthe orders fromthe War 
Department, which have worked successfully during three 
years.” 

We learn that the Buard of Directors have already decided 
that some changes in the programme are necessary, and 
that they willbe made atan early date. Probably those 
suggested by our correspondent will receive consideration. 





THE VERMONT ENCAMPMENT. 


The annual encampment of the National Guard of Vermont 
was held this year at Brattleboro’, in the southeastern corner of 
of the State, commencing on Friday, August 22 and con- 
tinuing to and through Wednesday, August 27. The display of 
force was not great, a single regiment with a separate company 
and a battery of artillery added. But the quality was good, which 
is much, and what is still more encouraging the encampment 
gave excellent proof that good judgment controls the adminis- 
tration of military affairs in Vermont. This is important, for the 
amaller the force the more essential it is that the best traditions 
should be preserved. An appreciation of right methods,as display- 
ed in their application to a small force, may serve at the critical 
moment as the leaven which is to leaven the whole loaf. The Adju 
tant General of Vermont, General T.S. Peck, isa man of sound 
sense, and though he receives small encouragement from the 
Legislature, he is not less earnest todo what lies in his power 
to maintain the nucleus of a military force and to apply to it, so 
far as he can proper principles of administration and instruction. 
It is greatly to be regretted that the annual encampment should 
cover so short period of instruction. But this is a common 
failing in military encampments, and the fact that two dollars a 
day is allowed to the enlisted men ordered into camp, no doubt 
disposes to an economy of time, For thia sum they are expected 
to ration themselves. 

The Camp is in a beautiful meadow on a plateau just beyond 
the village limits. It is well laid out, and appearsin excellent 
condition, being well policed.

THE FRENCH IN CHINA. 


AooorpineG to the latest despatches from 8 haghai, 
there are revived hopes that China will come to an un- 
derstanding with France, as the result of the vigorous 
action of the French. At nine o’clock on the night of 
Friday, August 22, Admiral Courbet announced that he 
had received orders from Paris to make reprisals, and 
at two o’clock the next afternoon he opened fire on the 
arsenal at E'‘vo-Chow, destroying it after a six hours’ 
bombardment. His official report of the affair is as 
follows : 

** Foo-Chow, Sunday Morning, August 24.—A good 
beginning bas been made. We opened fire yesterday 
and ia four hours 9 Chinese men of-war and 12 juaks 
were suok and the Krupp battery commanding tue ar- 
eenal was silenced. Our loss was 6 killed and 27 
wounded. The fleet suffered no serious damage except 
that the boiler of a torpedo boat was burst. he Chin- 
ese losses were heavy. During the night the fleet was 
beset by burning wrecks and logs. The torpedo cutters 
will clear away tnis to day and afterward we will bom- 
bard the arsenal. We shall not leave the river before 
the 29:h or 30:h inst. The officers and men are ani- 
mated with the greatest ardor. 

** One of our torpe:to boats sank a large cruiser. The 
vessels which took part in the action were the Volta 
(which hoisted mv flag), the Duguay Trouin, the 
Triomphante, the Villars, the D’Estaing, the Aspic, the 
Lypx and the Vipere, together with two torpedo boats.” 
Tue Volta is a wouden screw steamer of 1,270 tons, 
armed with one 8} inch and five 7} {och rifled guns. 
She is a cruiser of the 3d class. The Duguay Trouin, 
D’Estaing aod Villars are cruisers of the 2d class; the 
first is an iron sheathed screw steamer of 3,140 tons 
displecement, 350 men, armed with five 74in. and five

.L R., and having a speed of 15 knots. The 
Other two are wooden screw steamers of 2.230 tous, 
with si 64in. and nine Sjin. B L. R. ‘The Aspic, 
Lyox and Vipere are gunbouts of 470 tons displacement, 
carrying 130 mes and armed with one 7iin. and two 
4iv. guns. A despatch from Shanghai to Vieona says: 

**[he arsenal at Fuo Chow is in ruins. 1,800 workmen 
are Out of employment. The arsenal cost 42 000,000 
francs and the arms and ammunition destroyed were 
va'ued at 140.000.000 francs" Ds France says that the 
Chinese, foreseeing the bombardment, stripped the 
arsenal of its portable valuables. 

Other reports state that the eleven vessels forming 
the Chinese fleet were mosily light river and coast 
transports, and were really toys. Several Chinese gun- 
boats maintained bravely a desultory fire for about a 
quarter uf un hour, when the survivors of their crews 
leaped overboard. The combat was practically finished 
in seven minutes. The superior French artillery made 
the contest, after disabling the Chinese vessels, no fignt. 
It was a massacre. Numerous seg are blazing in a 
dangerous manner imperilled the Evglish men of war, 
but were fended off. One Eoglish bark was saved by 
the English men of war. The French torpedo boats 
exploed the sterns of the Yang Woo transports and 
the two sinkiug gunboats. The scenes on the river as 
the dead and wounded floated by were terrible. The 
English saved many of the wounded. 








COMPOUND ARMOR PLATES. 


‘1ne Danish Government, following the example set 
by England, France, Ltaly, and other maritime powers, 
has decided ia favor of the adoption of English com- 
pouud armor plates, as superior to all others for the pro- 
tection of ships against modern rifled ordnance. This 
was only to be expected. It would, indeed, have been 
surprising to find a Government such as that of Den- 
mark’ arriving at any otber conclusion, after the expe- 
rience gained at the trials which have been made 
throughout the world of iron, steel, and compound 


armor plates. The latter have invariably proved supe- 


rior to all other means of protecting a ship’s side, and, 
although it was at one time thought that the influence 
in Copenhagen of the French Creuzot works was pow- 
erful enough to influence the Danish Government to use 
solid steel plates to protect their ships, the final decis- 
ion, arrived at last week, shows that the Danes are 
determined to use the very best material they can ‘pro- 
cure, irrespective of its nationality. It will be remem- 
bered that at the last trials on the island of Amager, 
| sear Copenhagea, both the Ellis and the Wilson sys- 
tems of facing iron plates with steel were tried.. The 
Danes have now decided to adupt the latter system, a3 
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being, in their opinion, superior to the former. It has

come to be admitted by all naval powers that compound 
armor is far better able to withstand the heavy blow of 
the projectile thrown by modern ordnance than are 
eitber solid steel or iron plates; and, since steel-faced 
plates are solely made in Sheffield, this English industry 
will be busy for many years tocome. Russia, however, 
is alive to the advantages of producing at home all the 
material required for its navy; and Messrs. Cammell 
aod Co. have recently received an order from the Rue- 
sian Government to forthwith set up works within its 
frontiers for the manufacture of Wilson’s compound 











“ armor plates. The armor for the French ships Dugues- 


clin, Vauban, Requin, Caiman, Admiral Baudin, 
Duperé, Furieux, and Tonnerre, is being made in France 
on the Wilson system. That of the Indomptable was 
manufactured in Sheftield by Messrs. Cammell and Cuv., 
as were also the plates for the Russian Viadimir Mono 
mach, the Chinese Chen-Yuen, the Brazilian Riachu- 
elo, the Italian Italia, and many other modern sbips of 
foreign governments. Our Admiralty use both Wilson 
and Ellis compound plates, it not being deemed expe- 
dient, where so many ships are constantly in course of 
construction, for the Government to be solely dependent 
on one firm. 








A VISIT TO ALDERSHOT. 


A coRREsSPONDF#NT of the New York Herald who recently 
visited tho camp at Aldershot, Eogland, thus writes con 
cerning the British troops: *‘ Certainly from a distance they 
lo ked well. The accoutrements are effective and simple 
The cavalrymen are mounted ou beaste that would raire the 
envy of any regular United States Army officer, What 
money csn do seems to have been done to give Engl»nd’s 
army of over one bundred thousand men the tools necessary 
for the annibilation: f her enemy.’ He was not impressed, 
however, with the physique of the men, and says: ‘ Al- 
though the United States have not a quarter of the men 
that England haa, it would be difficult in any of our white 
regiments to fiud so large a proportion of incompetent Jook- 
ing men.” The cavalry rode well, but had a Prussian officer 
been witnessing the mancuvres he probably would have 
made these observatione : ** Your officers are good fighters, 
bat they Jack military educatio:. Your men share these 
faulty, In Germauy the officers teach the men the art of 
war, not merely the mannail. Your system is good enough 
if you fight none but savagex, but with scientific armies you 
need a higher standard of military training all through 
your service, You must learn that a good fox hunter is not 
necessarily a guod general aud that battles are won and lost 
to-day quite as much on the mp as ia the encounter.”

These are: the tunnel 
proper 5 5-8 feet high and 6 feet wide; a canal about 5 feet 
deep and nearly 3 feet wide which rnns in the middle or on 
the side of the base of the tunnel, and the aqnedact ran- 
ning in this canal. The aqueduct consists of earthen pipes, 
each 21-5 feet long, 32 to 33 inches in circumference, the 
sides averaging about 134 inches in thickness. 

Tere is an American town near Moreton Bay, K«amt- 
scbetka, formed, gradually, by immigrants attracted by the 
establishment of important lumbering operations, including 
saw mills, by an American company. This town, according 
to the Zacht, has so far been practically ignored. It is not 
down upon apy known map, does not appear in the c1d+s-+ 
tral register, nor oa any tax list.
